Give them in the first place plenty 

of love - expressions of love ! Often-

dren sire apt to hsivesi forlorn feeling 
that doesn't exist at all. An oc- 
oasional word of praise, a ('stress, sin 
expression of sympathy — these sire as 
necessary to healthy and happy chil- 
dren as summer showers to growing 
vines. Especially bear this in mind 

they should never go to bed cold. 

or hungry, or unhappy. 

Hei them have plenty of healthy 
.and palatable food at regular hours. 
Small children should have si slice of 
bread and butter, or an sipple, or 
some simple "bite" b:ilf-w:i\ between 
meals, and nothing more in the way 
of lunches. H is the constant nib- 
bling and " piecing " that does harm. 
Never force a child to csit anything 
he haS a reaj dislike for. When plain 
food is declined because of Hit? more 
tempting desert ahead, it is a different 

affair, but 1 have often seen little 
children compelled to eal tilings, 
when every mouthful would be 
swallowed wilb tremendous effort 
and genuine disgust. Some of us 
have sin utter sibhoirence of onions, 
or tomatoes, or eodtish, or some arti- 
cle of food t hat ought to be relish- 
ed. How would we like to have some 

mighty gianl pot such food on our 
plates, and compel us to eat it amid 
wild llourishes of his knotted club ? 
Would we sweetly feel that the desir 
giant knew wlisit vvsis best for us, and 
proceed to swsillow every mouthful P

young man wsis followed to the bsill of 
justice by bis dog which lav down 
under a bench, where it remained 
during the trial, The young man wsis 
unanimously acquitted", and wsis most 

warmly congratulated i>\ numerous 
friends who were present Before 

leaving the court he inquired for his 
dog, but he was nowhere lo be found. 
From the joy which followed (he ac- 
quittal, the dog concluded that bis 
master was out of danger and had no- 
thing more to fear, and he immediate- 
ly; set out for Perplgnan, traveling 
night and day.

The dwelling places of the Indians 
are built on piles made of a kind 

of tree which possess the peculiarities 
of after becoming petrified or turned 
into a substance which resembles 
stone in hardness. Upon these piles 
a platform is creeled aliont two or 
I hree feet above I he surface of the 
waler; the walls arc . [ bamboo poles 
and the roof js mude of I he broad 
leaves of I recs. The climate is so mild 
that nothing more is required. It is 
not I he fear of wild beast or human 
Iocs which induces the Indians of Mar- 
aoaibo to lake up his dwelling on the 
wah i . 1 1 is the fear .d a small in- 
seci, no bigger than B gnat, but so 
formidable by means of its poison- 
ous bite and it! UUmberl as tU ren- 
der many parts on the border of the 

lake quite uninhabitable. The name 

of this insect In our language is — the
